A-Would you mind introducing yourselves 
and maybe giving a brief background to 
the band?? 

K- My name is Kieran, I play bass and 
sing for the Restarts which is a UK based 
punk band. We formed in 95 so we have 
been going for 13 years. We have had a 
few line up changes but are sound has 
been pretty consistent we play a bit of 
ska ( bit of trashy punk and a bit of rock n 
roll punk so we klnda cover several 
genres keep all the punters happy and so 
here we are in Gat way. 

A- Last Year you did a tour of The U$ 

|and Canada how did that go and how did | 
it compare to other places you have 
| played?? 

K; It was great its the third time we have 
been to the US and Canada I come from 
Canada originally so I always try to in 
corporate that into the North American 
tours because the US-Canadian border is I 
very difficult to get across If you’re a bandj 
they either want you to have legal papers 
or you have to disguise the fact you’re a 
band which is very hard the fact that you 
are punk rocker and Ihey say it to us 
every time and were like no were not a 
band you look like your a band? and 
were tike I know but that's just cause we 



like the music but were not a band 
honestly. So we have to get someone 
else to lake the merchandise across but I 
mean in general the shows are great 
punk rock in America and Canada has 
been kind of re vitalised I guess largely 
due to the popularity of bands like Rancid 
Green Day, Offspring and Bad Religion 
and Blah blah blah. But the knock down 
effect Is that the smaller shows are biggerl 
ttian Ihey were when we first went over In [ 
1997 and were kinda relatively unknown, 
We only play all ages shows there

Like when we started 
we were like mid 20s it was like the 
scene was getting older and there wasn't 
a lot of young people so the shows were 
getting a bit sad and then all these young 
kids came In and then bands like the 
Filaments and others In a short space of 
time got really popular and then finding 
put that they listened to us so they just 
came In a revitalised the whole thing 

AJ know you are from all over the world. 
So how do you feel being based as a 
London band?? 

K: It s a weird thing, there is an unspoken 
respect In North America for anyone from 
the UK or Ireland because a lot of 
peoples roots are from there so in one 
sense I find it annoying that anybody or 
band that Just visits is ultimately 
respected if your from the UK and then 
coming the other way if your coming to 
London or Dublin and your Canadian or 
American, A. They just see Canadians 
as Americans you have to survive this 
baptism of total insults, its all good fun 


but its very strange. Ironically me being a 
Canadian living in London, The Restarts 
gets billed as just a UK band. So when we 
go over to America we are riding under this 
reputation that were UK Punks some 
people just like any band from England 
because maybe they like G.B.H. so we fall 
under that category and then they ream 
London scene Is very cosmopolitan with the 
E.U. there Is loads of Polish ..Italians, 
Spanish, Japanese, Americans 

A.I know some of you play in other bands, 
do you want to tell us a bit more about them 
and/or you involved in anything else apart 
from bands?? 

K: Robin our guitarist plays in The Short 
Bus Window Lickets who are like local In 
your face street punk band and are getting 
really popular, Bram our new drummer he 
plays in two other bands one is called 
Bottle Job there like a long running Antl- 
Fasdst Oi band in London and a new band 
called Retcher which has got 2 female 
vocalists who play guitar and bass and they 
are pretty trashy crusty type stuff, Danagh 
are long term drummer has Just left us this 
year and he Is in a new band called 
Trashcai which is his main thing and that’s 
klnda like rock n roil sort of punk like AODC 
meets Rose Tattoo, So he is gone from 
playing drums to guitar and singing, \ do 
some electronic stuff which I haven’t quite 
officially released yet but some sort of side 
project that jam into. 




A, What do you do when you are not 
doing the Restarts?? 

K: I do illustration and I am sort of trying 
to gel by doing free lance Illustration 
design which Is a bit tricky I spend most 
of my Lime doing the Restarts stuff which 
is a labour of love but In the process l 
have learned how to do all software 
packages dealing wilh design I was doing 
a bit of animation but again unless you 
100% commit yourself to one thing like I 
am J ack of all trades master of none. 

A. How do you feel about the new trend 
arising in that of bands using the internet 
to sell digital versions of their music?? 

K: With us cause we are from early DIY 
we are sort of looking at how people buy 
music and there is a huge chunk of 
people that just buy downloads anyone 
that does a distro or a label will tell you 
CD sales are slumping and ironically 
vinyl sales are going up I think people 
want a part of musical history before It is 
totally eliminated and a lot of people buy 
digital downloads so we just recently 
contacted a company AWOL (Artists 
With Out a Label) which was set up by 
this guy who used to work in the industry 
and he saw this gap that there Is billions 
of unsigned bands who cant. As to be on 


iTunes you need to be on a label. 

Anyway they will make your music 
available on any download site and they 
take 15 per cent so we signed up for that 
with Outsider and Slumworid and see 
how it goes. You just renew the contract 
every three months so Its not like you 
have a 50 page booklet to sign or 
contractual obligation. Our stuff is all 
over (he free download torrent sites so 
lake your pick some people like to buy 
the music as they feel they are giving to 
the band and if you are the majority Is 
going back to the band and if you want to 
download it for free go for it I download 
Stuff for free, And if Its an artist you like I 
usually justify it by seeing them live and 
buy a t-shirt or do some financial 
transaction direct to them 

A-lVfany people crilise Festivals like 
Rebellion and gigs like the Feeding of 
the 5000 which you played at a couple of 
years ago, saying that these are only 
ways for bands of old to cash in or for 
people who used to be punks be a punk 
for a day? How do yous feel towards 
these attitudes seeing that you have 
played at both?? 

K: You know at the end of the day It's 
dialogue like when people are talking it s 
a good thing. Like the Rebellion Festival 
I had a long chat with Darren Russell the 
organiser as for a while there was a 
reputation that there was nazi skinheads 
and I talked with him and he said we 
won’t book any racist or extreme right 
bands but in contrast what he will do is 
book out spoken left wing bands like 
Subhumans, Citizen Fish, Conflict, Lost 
Cherries and anyone who wants to play 
he will book them but he wont book 
someone who speaks about bigoted 
Ideology. So 1 thought that s oool and we 
played it and took in one gig and the 
atmosphere I thought was great and U s 
a total representation of the 14 year olds 
right to the 40, SO year olds, It’s a total 
mixed and you know there are a few 
dodgy people there but he said you cant 
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control how someone thinks politically 
when they buy a concert ticket these 
dodgy guys come In it's not like they are 
wearing Nazi Insignia but you can tell 
there dodgy, and then there is always 
some twat seig helling to Cocksparrer, 
Even Cocksparrer cant do anything 
about it they do mention it on stage that 
it is bullshit and I do respect them for 
that. People do have the right to be 
apolitical I think it is irresponsible but you 
cam make people be political and if you 
impose a left wing that is totalitarian but I 
think in general rebellion festival is fine 
and you can look at it in two different 
ways Its very commercial and a lot of 
money changes hands but anybody who 
tries and puis on 160 bands In A days is 


asked to play It and again you know we 
as the smallest band on the bill decided 
to do it cause its Just reaching out to so 
many people with people flying from 
Japan. America etc and there was some 
problems with bouncers and it was a 
commercial venue but I mean the ticket 
price was like I don't know 50 euro’s!?! 
like the organiser was asking all the 
bands do you think this is a reasonable 
price and I thought it was, And I enjoyed 
th e gig and it was largely based on 
nostalgia and like those songs mean a 
lot to me and everyone who went to that 
gig, Ya some people complained that it 
was only based on nostalgia and I am 
like so what I am nostalgic I like punk 
rock its been part of my fife for almost 
30 years 

(The gig was starting so we decided to 
finish the Interview)

Warzone collective group, Giros, venue, 
warzone tapes, food co-op, recording 
studio, veggie cafe, rehearsal, meeting 
and screen printing rooms. That's some 
undertaking by a group of people, 
all done under the Warzone banner. 

Founded in the 80s in Belfast, Northern 
Ireland, There is many memories I'm 
sure of the old building in Donegal 
lane. Which for many years was so 
alive with the real culture of people. 
Similar centers exist like ABC No Rio 
in New York and the 1 in 12 club in 
Bradford, UK, Of course not forgetting 
autonomous spaces closer to home 
such as the Cork Autonomous Zone 
and Seomra Spraoi in Dublin, 

I used to write to Warzone tapes in the 
eighties for various demos and live 
recordings. To me living in a small city 
on the other side of the island, it was 
very inspirational. Mainly I was in contact 
with Alistair who I met years later when 
a band I was in, played a few gigs with 
FUAL, who he was playing bass for r 
Strange meeting people who you assume 
will be overly political in everything they 
say, or just punker than punk. And you 
meet them and they are having a laugh 
like everyone else! I still remember the 
first time 1 went to Giros, '91 maybe, l T d 
never seen anything like it before. I'd 
read all the zines, heard the bands 
coming from the city. So it was a great 
thrill to finally arrive, to meet a hung-over 
Petesy from Stalag IT, FUAL, Amadan 
etc. And finding everyone so friendly. 
Years later it became an annual trip to 
the Warzone punk festival. Which was 
always top notch, with folks coming from 
all over. It eventually closed it's doors in 
2003. Now they are planning to bring it 
back to life. This interview is with 
collective members Danny (who also 
does Back2Front zine) and Petesy who 
now plays in Shame Academy and 
A Political. 


The age old question, can you give me 
a brief history of Warzone, how and why 
it was founded? (Further info see 
'Makes you Want to Spit 1 Reekus Books)? 

Petesy: The collective had It's roots in the 
Just Books building in Belfast around 
1983/84. The building was home to the 
Belfast Anarchist Collective and housed a 
bookshop, cafe and print workshop. A few 
of us got involved running the cafe, it was 
a good focal point for our social and 
political activities of the time and 
encouraged us to get serious about 
getting our own place. We got together 
because we shared the view that Belfast 
was a shit hole for most, but particularly 
so if you didn't fit into the sectarian farce. 
Punk had always been a unifying factor 
but we wanted to go beyond that and 
create a space where people could truly 
work together and create something out 
of a seemingly hopeless situation. There 
wasn't a time where we sat down and 
said "Right, now we're the Warzone 
Collective", We'd been sharing gigs, gear 
and venues for years so the collective 
ethos was an unwritten agreement. 

Warzone just took it a stage further and 
tried to make the collective approach more 
cohesive and fruitful. 

Danny: The first centre was obtained through 
continually hassling Belfast Unemployed 
Centre for some space in 1986, It was a real 
dont-as-you-go-along sort of thing but had 
a strong DiY ethic that was really very 
contagious and inspirational in a number of 
ways. In Belfast in those days there weren't 
any openly non-sectarian venues in the city 
but the feeling of being made welcome that 
it created touched many and as I said was 
an inspiration and catalyst for many other 
activities. I started my first zine shortly 
afterwards for example and have been 
annoying people ever since. A second 
building was acquired around 1991, bigger 
and more adventurous though I wasn't 
involved in that due to my activities with the 







Fleskwater Collective (an autonomous rural 
collective based on self-reliance with minimal 
environmental impact). The centre closed in 
2003 and went into trust. 

Warzone must have been a great spot for 
teenagers just discovering radical politics 
and diy punltfhardcore music. And I would 
imagine changed some peoples outlook/place 
in life. How did it all come to an end? Was it 
mainly a lack of volunteers and funding (ID 
year lease being up)? 

Pefesy: When you talk of Warzone I take it 
you're referring to Giro’s, It was a great spot 
for any-agers! But aye, a lot of the young 
ones coming down to the place for the first 
time were blown away. The first premises 
were small and very manageable and we 
didnl really give much of a fuck about 
entertainment licenses or the like. There was 
a great sense of freedom and spontaneity 
about Ihe place that was infectious. Youth 
provision in Belfast at the time was by and 
large restricted to dingy dubs in dingy areas 
where you were expected to be happy with 
playing poo! and table tennis, watching TV 
and being a good little boy/girl. We just 
provided the gear and said "Get on with it". 

It wasn't a free for all but it was pretty damn 
close to one. Of course, teenagers being 
teenagers, we got a lot of hassle and were 
accused of all sorts of Stalinist behaviour 
when we wouldn't let people swing off the 
light bulbs and party 24/7. But that was all 
part of the entertainment. Our second 
premises never quite lived up to the original 
place. Yes we were able to do a lot more and 
involve a hell of a lot more people... 

1 suppose for those who had never witnessed 
the first Giro's it was still a great place (and it 
was!). It was also however a fairly heavy 
weight of responsibility on those running it. 
When we were coming to the end of our 12 
year lease most of us decided that it was 
time to move on. We'd hoped that others 
might get involved and carry on where we 
left off but there was no coherent momentum 
coming from anywhere so we just decided to 
call it a day. Another factor was that it was 
becoming increasingly difficult to be on the 
dole doing voluntary work (we were a 
completely voluntary group) and not get 
a load of shite about looking for a 'real' job. 
So in effect our volunteer pool dwindled. Of 
course now we all know the wisdom of these 
state policies which forced people into 
meaningless schemes to bolster the economy 


and train a cheap labour force for the 
opulent times ahead! 

Danny: For some it was an epiphany, 
a turning point in their lives and HI include 
myself here as it encouraged, and gave 
focus to, the possibilities of the individual 
on one level but also the potential of 
organizing by mutual aid in true anarchist 
tradition. There was all sorts going on - 
Anarchist Black Cross (esp* Martin Fcran/ 
Paddy Murphy campaigns), Hunt Sabs 
and AR activities, Gay and Lesbian, 
poetry/folk nights which were really open 
and attracted a very broad spectrum of 
people, zines, poster campaigns, 
screen-printing, vegetarian cafe/drop-in, 
the Belfast Musicians Collective providing 
practice space and recording facilities as 
well as a place for other radical and 
diverse groups to meet and organise. 

It became the central hub for radical 
Belfast. For young people (and some 
older ones too) seeing and getting 
involved in all of it was indescribably 
positive especially against the background 
of a sectarian war and the particularly 
ugly breeds of bastard nationalism we 
have here which had and continue to have 
absolutely fuck all to offer anyone 
anywhere!!! 


To run a center like yours there must be a 
lot of legal negotiation. Is it tough to keep 
track with different people coming through 
the collective all the time? Or is it a few 
of the main ones always involved In 
the legal/lease holding side of things? 

Petesy: Too fucking right. People don't 
realise just what a pain in the arse it is. 
There's very little glory in being a pen 
pusher and jumping through bureaucratic 
hoops, which by their very nature get 
smaller and smaller When it comes to shit 






like that there certainly aren't too many 
people beating down your door to help out. 
But, we managed. Very few people just 
upped and left without dispensing of their 
responsibilities and handing stuff on to 
others. It takes a certain type of person to 
deal with the day to day running of such 
an ambitious project and luckily we were 
blessed with enough of them to sustain 
us for 17 years. 

How did local businesses and community 
react towards the center? 

Petesy; Cold, lukewarm and warm 
depending on who you talk to. Within a few 
months of being in the second premises we 
managed to piss off the local business 
residents committee' to the point that they 
never darkened our door again. Some of 
the businesses thought we were low-lifes, 
some again just thought we were weird but 
tolerable (only Just mind you) while others 
thought we were class. There was no focal 
community as we were in the city centre, 
The nearest community would have used 
the street we were on as a shortcut from 
the town centre to their turf. We'd a few 
run-ins now and again with gaggles of brain 
donors but no more than you'd expect in 
any place with bunches of ne'er-do-wells 
frequenting it! 


So how come after all this time have you 
decided to get it back up and running again? 

And what's going on at present? Do you 
have a contact if someone wants to donate 
millions of pounds to you? 

Petesy: Well I'd hazard a guess that whatever 
gets up and running won't be 'it 1 . Giro's was of 
its time. The growth and development of it 
were governed by the politics of the time and 
the place we all were in our lives, It’s a great 
memory to have and it was an amazing 
achievement but to try to recreate it would be, 
in my mind, futile. If anything comes out of the 
present momentum for a new centre in Belfast 
the most difficult thing might be trying not to 
continue on from where Giro's left off. By all 
means it would be great to emulate the 
collective ethos and provide a place people 
felt a sense of ownership from. But it's not 
1986 (or for that matter 1991) any more 
(thank fuckl). So over to Danny for what's 
going on... If someone wants to donate millions 
of pounds I'm sure we could come up with a 
convenient location where they could discreetly 
drop it off. 

Danny: A lot of people didn't really realise what 
they’d had until it was gone. At the Giro's closing 
down bash in 2003 I felt that! should have been 
more involved in trying to keep it open but I was 
rarely in Ireland at the time anyway so it was 
wishful thinking to an extent but I always had 
the idea of what might still be possible in the 
back of me head. In recent years with the 
Bush/Bliar axis of lies having plunged 
international tensions to an all-time high and 
slaughtered around one million people in their 
overt bid to control resources such as oil, gas 
and water as supplies dwindle elsewhere you 
have to start asking furious questions. I mean 
modern capitalism in its endless lust for profit 
has also driven the climate to a precipice which 
could literally threaten our very existence and 
to me this is far more disturbing than the 
machinations of Thatcher and Reagan, the 
threat of nuclear war and the sectarian shit on 
my own streets which led me into struggle and 
anarchism in the first place 25 years ago. And 
now Cowen, Brown and all the other Euro hacks 
that lovingly lick the fetid arsehole of 
corporations and bankers have wrecked the 
economy to the extent that over one quarter of 
the world's population is dispossessed and 
destitute. That's more than 1 in 4 people! Tie 
into all of this the continual abuse of workers at 
home, animals and the environment and you 
get a very ugly picture. But it doesn’t have to be 
like this.

We have created a spoon-fed society where 
the State does everything on behalf of every 
individual whether they like it or not yet we are| 
very capable of making decisions which affect 
us locally without having some cunt in a suit 
dictate what is best from afar. What this 
actually does is strip people of their dignity 
and their potential It denies their talent and 
capability and is a fucking major insult to our 
humanity. DiY is not just about putting up 
shelves; it’s not just about records and gigs 
and punk rock; it's about taking back control 
of every aspect of our lives. 

The Good Friday Agreement of 1997 which 
was touted as an end to the Troubles here did 
take most of the guns off the streets but it also] 
entrenched sectarian politics and cemented 
the cultural divide. So to come back to the 
question, these were the things that made me 
personally feel like getting organised. Since 
the last centre closed a few individuals have 
talked about getting something going again. 
Would you believe, for example, Belfast 
doesn't have a vegetarian cafe, I mean a 
European capital city in the 21st century? Add 
to that the fact that when you’re organizing 
gigs you're at the mercy of crap bars, bouncers | 
and expensive corporate drink but also there 
isn't a space to provide an alternative hub to 
the growing counter culture here. 

I think it was towards the end of 2007 that we 
all started linking up again. Even Jimmy 
Segus was there too! Initially we talked about 
getting the Warzone label going again to bring 
some of the old bands into the digital age and 
to document the times but it began to spiral 
from there. We got in touch with Just Books 
who had been vital in the early days and who 
were also looking for premises and decided to 
pool resources. Since then we've had several 
meetings and looked at several potential 
buildings. Recently the trust from the old 
centre has been dissolved and a new 
committee' set up. We are acquiring a 
temporary office space and this will allow us 
to begin fund-raising again with the intention 
of acquiring new premises ASAP. But as 
Petesy says we are not trying to emulate the 
past but attempting to do something that’s 
relevant to the here and now. To that extent 
one of our major plans is that the new centre 
will be the city's first low-carbon, off the grid 
building, It’s ambitious stuff but we are moving 
towards it and hopefully we can maintain the 
momentum. 


Regarding the label we are working on a 
project with Crass as a split benefit and 
numerous other ideas are going about such 
as putting out the back catalogue. Anyone 
who wants to get in touch car contact us at 
warzonecollective@riseup,net. And of 
course anyone wanting to do benefits or 
donate their millions is most welcome to do 
so, oh lordy..„

A-Yous are described as a sort of 
melodic neo-crust band. Would you mind| 
describing your sound and Ihe band 
itself? 

M- Hey Alex, I think that was a pretty 
good description of us, Or Maybe just 
Dark & Melodic Hardoore I think would 
be a good call. 

A-From looking at the gigs yous have 
played. You guys seem to crossover 
between the Crusty world and the 
straight edge melodic hardcore. Do you 
feel you try to incorporate these two 
different aspects of the punk scene in 
your music?? How do you feel people 
react to It?? 

M- I've always loved the more Modem 
Day Melodic Hardcore bands like 
Champion, Chain Of Strength, Go It 
Alone and Lifetime, as well as 
Crustier/D-Beat stuff like Leadership 
Skitsystem, Madame Gerroen and 
Totalitar and even a lot of Pop Punk, 

I think weVe never tried to seperate the 
style and say we’re only going to be this 
style of Punk/Hardcore* 

I've never liked how the DIY scene In 
Ireland and everywhere In the world has 
always been divided into smaller 
sections, Punk/Hc is already a very 
small scene In the big scheme of things 
and dividing It smaller I don' think will 
work. I think the Irish scene can be a bit 
loo much divided into what is the 
Hardcore scene and then there’s the 
Punk/Crust scene and we've always 
loved and wanted to be apart of both. 


I don’t like reading about and talking to 
people and they talk about the Dublin 
Hardcore scene like ifs something 
completely different. Same goes for the 
opposite way around. It's all DIY. 

I think The Galway scene more than 
anywhere else has always been way 
more mixed with the shows that pull 
through, Mainly because our scene Is 
small and we don't have 5 different 
scenes tike bigger cities. Nor do we 
want it like that, I think we usually go 
down alright with bolh scenes as we're 
a bit of a mix 
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A-The band is Involved in the Galway 
hardcore punk scene but as well as that 
you are heavily involved In the emerging 
underage punk scene in Galway would 
you mind telling us about that? 

M- Myself and my brothers are involved 
with setting up shows with Daniel of Lis 
Vs Them. He r s been doing it for so many 
years we now help In any way we can 
and like to lend a hand with anyone who 
is setting up DIY shows here In Galway. 
As we fill you should help with every gig 
as much as possible and not let others 
do everything for you. We also set up an 
all ages festival called DunCore in 
Dunmore Co.Galway, We all grew up In 






this small village and saw a good 
opportunity to set up DiY gigs to kids 
who would never have seen anything 
like this before, Gafway scene in the last 
few years has really become amazing. 
Let’s face it most kids don't have a clue 
that you can set up a gig in your 
backyard and don't have to pay 45 Euro 
a ticket and go to Dublin to see some big 
American band when Ireland has the 
best bands in the world. We set it up 
every few months and all profits go 
directly to the bands, We’re looking for 
nothing in return and only want to get 
younger kids involved in shows with no 
alcohol involved. It's done great Ihings 
doing All-Ages shows In Galway and 
Dunmore. The next one is June 22nd 
with Surrender <Melodic Peace Punk) 
from Oakland, California. To have a 
band like Surrender from Caii,USA is 
something huge for a small one shop/4 
pub oountry village like Dunmore and 
we're very proud of that. 

Many young bands are springing up 
around these areas like Beanz On Toast 
and AntiTrust and have skipped the 
whole being in shitty cover bands and 
right onto writing their own Punk/HC 
songs and playing anywhere they can 
for nothing because of the ethic they've 
seen from doing shows like this. Music is 
for All Ages and I wish we didn't have to 
do gigs In Bars/Pubs but we have to and 
there some of the best gigs too, 

A-Your new debut CD ‘Man Made Dust" 
Is out the end of this month Would you 
mind telling us a little a bit about and 
also tell us why its not coming out on 
VINYL???? 

M- Haha, Well we're going to release it 
on Vinyl. Just waiting to save up more 
money and then it'll be released don't 
you worry handsomel Man Made Dust 
was recorded in November in the Hive 
studios Co.Wicklow with James Eager 
and Eoln Whietfield over a space of 4 
days. We recorded Nine songs that we'd 
been working on for the first 6 months 
we'd been together as a Cut The Reins. 



A-I know two of yous are straight edge 
vegans do you try to bring those aspect 
Into song writing or what do you try to 
write mainly about?? 

M-Myself and my 2 brothers in C.T.R are 
all VegetarianA/egan and Myself and 
Brian our singer my brother is also SxE 
like myself, I think Animal rights will 
always be included Into our lyrics 
because I think ifs a huge huge issue 
that even in punk is brushed off as being 
preachy. WeVe very passionate about 
this and think if one person might be 
opened a llltte to the idea of Vege / 
Veganism than it's worth ll.HC is about 
spreading different views like it always 
has been. Obviously unless It's bullshit 
views of hate. Donal and Alan are not 
Vegetarian but i think as long as we don’t 
make the band come off tike Militant 
Vegan Nazis the/re cool with it. The 5 of 
us are best friends and agree on )ust 
about every other Issue in the world and 
love writing lyrics together. 

As regards to Straight Edge I think it’s 
somewhat in the lyrics Brian and I write 
but we’re not a Straight Edge band by no 
means just we believe in a cleaner life 
style and feel that It only keeps us more 
focused the band, I like talking to young 
kids about Straight Edge because I think 
most kids don't see olher options and 
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and Just start binge drinking al 14 in the 
field and think it's the norm. As long as 
you're not a preachy Straight Edger or a 
Preachy Drinker lt*s all cool with us. I 
think everyone can appreciate that. 

A-Whats next for you tads?? Tours 
I another release maybe?? 

M-We're heading over to the UK for a 
lour in August and are playing with 
alongside some amazing bands. It's been 
so much e-mailing from Shane and 1 but I 
think It's going to work out to be pretty 
sweetl 

We re hopefully going to be doing a split 
with an American band that we re still in 
the talks with now and should be 
recording again quite soon and hopefully 
making It out to Europe after the new 
years. And hope to gel help from other 
distros/labels if we can. 

A-Any last words?? 

|M-Thanks so much Alex for giving us this 
interview. Sorry If i rambled. And if

VEGETARIAN CATERING 


Lenta I Disorder cooks veggie and vegan 
food at gatherings and festivals. With the 
principle that decent food at festivals 
shouldn’t cost a fortune. I first seen them 
at the mighty Drumacanoo Punx Picnic in 
Letterfcenny* I hope you the reader get to 
try some of their grub. 

How did the whole idea come about in 
the first place and why did you choose 
the name Lenta! Disorder? 

I have been cooking voluntarily at festivals 
since 2001 when i helped organise a two 
week environmental gathering called 
ecotopia. the kitchen crew fell through 
so i threw myself in at the deep end with 
absolutley no experience, i ended up 
cooking over an open fire for sometimes 
up to 500 people! it was amazing and i 
continued cooking independently each 
year at festivals until bitch In kitchen 
cooking collective was formed, we all 
lived on the rossport solidarity camp and 
were passionate about cooking, affordable 
food, diy and using the catering collective 
as a way of helping to fund campaigns 
we were involved in. then me and gav 
met and started to talk about trying to 
make a living from doing something that 
we love, we felt really strongly about 
serving vegan and veggie food, cooked 
with good ingredients, locally grown if 


possible and reasonably priced, we were both 
sick of seeing people charge obsene prices for 
crap food at festivals and we were sick of boring 
veggie options, so we went for it, got a credit 
union loan and bought the trailer gav came up 
with the name, it used to be the name of a dish 
we cooked with bitch in kitchen, its a great name 
and always gets loads of attention, gav also 
designed the logo, a punk carrot breaking 
ronald mcdonald in half, it totally sums us up, 
as well as veggie food we are about the politics | 
of food were not vegetarian solely for animal 
rights but also because we believe the planet 
cant support 6 billion meat eaters and that most 
of the worlds population are vegetarian or 
almost because they simply cant afford meat. 
Recognize meat for what it really is: the 
antibiotic and pesticide laden corpse, of a 
tortured animal" - Ingrid Newkirk" 

How's the reaction so far to it? 

its been brilliant! we always get a great 
reception at festivals, we put a lot of effort into 
the food, we make loads of stuff from scratch 
so its great to hear people rave about the food, 
last year in donegal was brilliant i think it was 
one of our favourite festivals so far. people 
really asppreeiated us, its nice not to be just 
treated as just another chip van at a festival, 
part of the buzz of doing it for us is getting to 
chat to people all day and night! as were 
working and we got so many cds and badges 
at the punx picnic! 

Where do you find inspiration for your recipes? 

we think about what we'd love to eat at a festival 
and what we'd feel happy paying for it. the problem 
is that we come up with so many ideas we cant 
cook them all, we have to stick to whals the most 
popular and the most practical, but some things 
have definate inspiration tike the felafel that we 
cook, i learned the recipe from a Palestinian woman | 
whose family I stayed with in the west bank back 
in 2005 while i was there doing solidarity work, so 
everytime someone says Its the best felafel theyVe 
ever tasted its because Palestinians have the most 
amazing food and are the best hosts! 

What is the most popular Item on the menu, 
or what Is your favorite? 

the felafel! its my favourite thing to cook and eat 
and i absolutley never get sick of cooking it. we 
make our own felafel mix from organic chickpeas 
and spices and our own hoummous, and we serve 
them in a hot wrap with our favourite salads and 
sauces, also last year we bought spuds from our 






friends in cork and cut them for chips with the 
skins still on, everyone was calling them rustic| 
chips at the green gathering and we totally 
sold out of them 


Do you get much chance to enjoy the 
music at the festivals you do. Or is it all 
work and no play? 

we generally spend 14 or so hours working a 
day at a festival, we try to take breaks but 
sometimes at the end of a festival i'll discover 
that the furthest i've been from the trailer is to 
go to the toilets! last summer we took on help 
for a lot of the festivals so we can head away 
to see a band we like for a bit. but honestly 
i‘m so used to working at festivals that i’d feel 
strange not having something to do and 
working in the trailer is a great way to meet 
everyone and chat, 

but usually on the last night we shut up a little 
early and tear into the drink to make up for 
lost time and serve breakfast the next morning| 
with massive hangovers 


What festivals/gigs are are you catering 
for in the next while? 

were doing si bin festival, life festival and a 
night in the sticks in wexford in may. we'll also 
do punx picnic, electric picnic, duniaorgbe 
festival of world cultures, and seanachas 
a skill sharing gathering in wexford. we like to 
have a mix of small independent festivals 
which we love and bigger ones that we can 
try to make some money from. 

also this august i'll be coordinating the 
kitchens for irelands first climate camp, thats 
separte to lentai disorder, we try to get a 
balance between cooking for profits and doing 
volunteer stuff too

(Dead Lamb Records- Dirty Old Man

The long awaited new album from Belfast's| 
finest streetpunk/Oi! Merchants has finally 
been released? It's been five whole years 
since their last studio output, "Built in 
Belfast (2004), so this one has been 
eagerly anticipated. 

Boots and Ballads is Runnin' Riot at their 
creative best, possibly their best release 
since the debut LP “Reclaim the Streets" 
way back in the 20th century some time. 
(1998 to be exact). 

The band have been playing a lot of the 
material from this record in their live set 
for ages now so it’s all happily familiar. 
Songs like the opening track, “Lost 
Generation" and That's when the Boots 
fly in" are already crowd favourites so it's 
great to finally have a decent recording of 
these great singalong tunes. Plus with the 
lyrics all printed here in the sleeve notes, 
you can now get all the words right when 
shouting along!

Seomra Spraoi 


Seomra Spraoi is an 
autonomous social centre in Dublin 
city centre. It is run by a non-hierarchicaI, 
anti capitalist collective on a notfor-profit 
basis. It hosts workshops, gigs, political 
meetings, film screenings, a vegan cafe 
and lots more. This interview was done 
by Damo is is part of the collective. 

Could you tell me a little bit of history 
and background to Seomra Spraoi and 
what it's about (perhaps an age old 
question already)? 

Seomra Spraoi as an idea began in late 
2004, when a group of people from the 
Anarchist/Leftist scene in Dublin realised 
the need for a European-style social 
centre in the city. At that time, the 
possibilities for a squat to be in any way 
open to the public or to have any kind of 
long term stability seemed very limited, 
so the idea was that we would rent 
somewhere, giving us more rights and 
security. We are currently in our fourth 
building since then. 

At its most basic. Seomra Spraoi functions! 
as a non-commercial and non-profit space[ 
for various activities, be they sitting down 
to a cup of tea, holding a political meeting,| 
having a party or fixing your bike. There's 
quite a lot of information on what we are, 
how we are run and our aims & principles 
on our website. 

What has the reaction being like so 
far goodfbad? 

So far in the current location, the reaction 
has been generally very good. We now 
have established opening hours and as a 
result many different kinds of people have 
been dropping in to check out the space 
and use the facilities. We definitely seem 
to have spread our wings beyond the 
typical political/adivist ghetto and are 


engaging more and more "normaI 1 " people. 
Most people seem pretty surprised and 
happy that a place like Seomra Spraoi exists 
in the city. 

Was there a lot of legalities to get such 
a center going In Dublin? Which was 
the toughest part, getting the premises? 

Legal issues continue to be somewhat of a 
minefield for places like Seomra Spraoi. Irish 
law seems to require organisations to have 
a regid structure (Chairperson, board 
members, etc), and so non-hierarch ica I 
collectives like ours don't realty have a solid 
legal foundation in this country. Likewise, full 
compliance with planning and fire laws is 
incredibly difficult and costly. We are 
constantly teaming and attempting to 
upgrade our facilities in order to come 
as close as possible to conform to these 
regulations, For instance, we now have a 
solid fire plan, with illuminated exit signs, 
a huge fire exit door and a multitude of 
differing extinguishers. 

Finding the building was quite a tough 
process. Although I was not personally 
involved at the time, I do know that the last 
Seomra Spraoi was lost in December 2007, 
and it took until September 2008 to locate 
a new premisis that was both suitable and 
affordable. However, the most difficult part 
of running the Seomra is finances. Our rent 
and bills are very high considering we only 
ever ask for a donation for anything that 
happens in the centre. Meeting our financial 
obligations is a constant challenge, and we 
really welcome any donations, either as 
once-offs or monthly standing orders, For 
information on how to donate, check out 
the website.

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Could you tell me more about the Bad Books 
Library and Forgotten Zine collection? 

The Bad Books library and Forgotten Zine 
archive were both started outside of Seomra 
Spraoi but for various reasons, have lived in 
the Seomra at one time or another Currently 
we have a selection from each set up for 
people to come in and peruse. Unfortunately, 
due to many problems in the past, books from 
the library are no longer able to be taken 
home, so they currently exist more in 
a refernence-only state. 

Future plans for the center, anything to add? 

Our plans for the centre are to stay in our current 
premisis and to continue to improve the state of 
the building to better suit the kinds of activities 
and events we want to have there, So far, we've 
built a kitchen, a disabled toilet, a large 
kindergarden space, a small garden and some 
outdoor seating areas, in addition to numerous 
smaller decorative and maintenence work. 
Accessibility is one of our biggest focuses, and 
i think the work needed to make the building 
proberiy accessible will be constantly ongoing.
